publith’d under the Tide of The EleGor of Bavaria’s 

Manifefto ; and ‘tis hard to believe it was drawn up 

with his Confent, tho’ ir bear his Name; the Weak- 

_ nefs of che Reafons urg’d in it, and the haughty 

» . Tone in which they are deliver’d, making it more 

citdivls chee Work of a Pentioner of France, 

who has no other End than to engage his Electoral 

Highnefs moxe deeply in the Party he has efpous’d, 

by rencring }.im irreconcilable to the Emperor and 

Empi:e, who truly. compaffionating the Condition 

to which he is reduc'd, fincerely defire a Reconci- 

liation wich him, and that he would retura to his 

true Intereft. ‘ 
This bis mov'd a private Perfon, who has a pro- 
found Refpect for his EleCtoral Highnefs of Bavaria, 
to publifh Reflections on that Manifefto ; not with 
__Defign to reproach that Prince with his Conduct, 
*  burto thew thofe who have drawn him into their 

Party, thatthe World are far from being fatisfied of 

the Juftice of the Motives they us’d to engage him 
r in it, and are forry to fee in their Power a Prince, 
‘who for his illuftrious Birth, and the Glory he had 
acquir’d, was in a manner ador'd by.bis Nation. 
His Intention is only to thew whe Invalidity of the 
Motives, and the Irregularity of the Conduct, which 
they have perfwaded his Electoral Highnefs to purfue. 
: - The Emperor ({ays the Manitefto,) was mot cantent in 
the feveral Writings he has caus'd to be publifh'd againft 
me, to fet me out for an Ambitious Prince who in Con- 
tempt of my Oaths and the Laws of the-Empire, bad en- 
tred into criminal Engagements with Strangers. The 
Emperor never caus'd any Writings to be publith’d 
againft him, befides Orders and Imperial Decrees, 
which the Citcumftances cf Affairs oblig’d him 
to publi, either to difpofe things proper for a ne- 
ceflary Defence, or tojuftify fuch Difpofitions. The 
ufual Practice of the Emperors is, to give the Rea- 
fons of their Decrees ; in which they differ from the 
Kings of France, who for fome time have taken 
upon them to give Their Will and Pleafure for the fole 


Reafon of their Ordinances. Now in thole Decrees 
which the Emperor was neceffitated to pubiiih againft 
his Electoral Highnefs, the Emperor might weil at- 
tribute to Ambition his faid Highnel’s proceedings 
in calling foreign Troops into the Empire; and yer a 
muft be granted to be the fofteft Term thai can‘ be 
us'd to exprefs the Source of the Iniinite Mifchiefs 
which the War begun by his Electoral H.ghnefe 
drew after it: Efpecially confidering thar all his B- 
lectoral Flighnefs’s Partifans made no Scruple ar the 
very firft to give our, that ie afpir'd to nothing Sefs 
than a Royal Crown, and to form a Kingdum of 
his own Electorate, and the neighbouring Cir- 
cles that lay moft conveniently for him. No 
doubt thofe who infpir’d theie Defigns into his 
Electoral Highnefs, did not call them ambitious : 
They were careful not to give them a Name that 
might make him difrelith them : Bur if Ambition be 
a Propenfity in a Man to raife himfelf above his Con- 
dition by indirect and unlawful Means; there was 
a Neceffity to ufe that Word, or to Sacrifice Truth, 
The evident Engagements this Prince had entred in- 
to with Strangers, againft the Intereft ef bis Country, 
demonftrate he had broken his Oaths and the Laws of 
the Empire ; and gave the Emperor a Right to make 
Complaints, and thereby juftify the violent Means he 
was forc’d to employ againft him. The Union of 
Member with the Body, is not more natural than a 
good Intelligence between a Prince of the Empire 
and the Emperor : The leaft Appearance of Difcord, 
and of Recourfe to a forreign Power, gives Men a 
very ill Opinion of the Perfon that is guilty of ic. 
Two Circurfftances heighten ihe Guilt of his Elect 
ral Highnefs’s Conduct : The great Favours the Em- 
peror had done him, and the Quality of the Allies 
to whom his Highnefs has joyn’d himfelf : They be- 
20g known by fad Expericace to be the conftant im- 
placable Enemies of the Empire. *Tis a great Mi- 
ftake to think, thac the Quality of Prince of the 
Empire: gives a Right to make Alliances right or 
wrong 5 and that at the firft Sollicitations of a for- 
reign Potentate that feeks to involve the World in 
Troubles that he may compa{s his own ambitions 
Ends, ‘tis lawful for 2 Me.ober of the Empire to 
make a feparate League, and enter into what En- 
gagements he pleafes, even into a War againft the 
Empire it felf. Were that the Cafe, the Empire 
would be no betrer than one of thofe Machines of 
the Playhoufe, that at firft view appears to be quite 
another thing than whatit really is, and atthe ftriking 
up of a certain Tune feparates it felf into as many 
Perfons as it feem’d to have Members, and thofe fall 
into aDance. The Empire as an animared Body, 
ought to receive its Motions from its proper Head ; 
and never makes {0 good a Figure in the World as 
when it moves all at once, and concurs in one De- 
fign. -And this Blector is the more without Excufe, 
becaufe the Eftates met in Diet had declar’d this War 
to be the War of the Empire, and thereby made ic 
the Affair of the whole Body ; after which ‘tis mon- 
ftrous to fuppofe fome particular Members might {e- 
parate from it, and join with its Enemies. 
Bur, "cis pretended the Emperor forc’d the Elector 
upon the Meafures he took, by requiring of him what 
hw Honour would not allow him to de, and becaufe he 
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firft wanting vo the Obligations he had by Houfe, 
prt: hw Anceftors and he had done for bs 
Imperial Majefty's Predeceffors and for bimfelf. This 
is faying a great deal in a few Words, and ftriking 
with one Blow the Emperor and all the German 
Princes thac are united with him in this War. For 
what is it but ia other Words to fay, that the Elector 
of Bavaria could not do what thofe Princes have 
done without difhonouring himfelf, and taerefore 
thofe Princes have no fence of Honour, bur are acted 
by mean and bafe Motives. But all the Wor!d. is 
not of the Mind of the Author of the Manifefto, 
and I fhall endeavour to thew him that he is perhaps 

e in his Opinion. 
my ote may fay the Elector of Bavaria had parti- 
cular Reafons, which made a Diftinction between 


« him and the other Princes of the Empire, and bin- 


der’d him from acting as they have done, I anfwer, 
‘is nor to be doubted that without particular Rea- 
fons, Motives, and Views, he would not have {epa- 
rated from the found Party, with whom he had for- 
merly engag’d fo much to his own Honour, and to 
the Advantage of the common Caufe : But the Diffi- 
culty is to get thofe Reafons approv’d, and make the 
World believe them lawful and fufficient. If by 
thofe Reafons we are to underftand Reafons of Con- 
fanguinity, which would not allow his Electoral 
Highnefs to contribute ro the Dethorning of his Si- 
fter’s Son, who ought to be as dear to him as his own 
Blood ; we would be inform’d why that Reafon has 
not the fame Effect upon all Princes, as it fhould feem 
it onght ; the apparent Reafons of all their Alliances 
and Mixture of Blood, being Union and Prefervati- 
on of Peace between them ? But if the Elector be 
fo tender of making War againft his Relations, le: 
him confult his new Allies, and they wiil inftruct 
him, at leaft their Practice will, :b2t fuch Scruples 
ought not to reftrain him from taking part in a War, 
otherwife judg’d reafonable and jutt. Philip IV. and 
Charles II. of Spain, were allied to the meft Chtiftiah 
Kings in the neareft Tyes of Blood, they were Brozhers, 
in Law, Uncles, Nephews ; and yet ‘tis nor believ’d 
thofe Titles made the latter fufpend one Moment their 
Refolutions to make War upon the others, nor make 
the leaft Halc in purfuing all Advantages againft chem 
@ith the bloodieft Rage. Princes have no Relations, 
fays a political Proverb, becaufe as Soveraigns neither 
Brothers nor Sifters ought.co bar their Purfuic of the 
Good and Welfare of their Subjects: And indeed 
that Prince would pafs for a Prodigy, who our of 
Regard to Ties of Blood thould relinquifh any of 
his Interefts, or cven reftrainhit Ambition. 
As for the Reproach that rhe Emperor had been 
wanting to the Obligations he had to the Houfe of Ba- 
varia; ‘tis very probable by the Harthnefs of the 
Expreffion, that the Writer of the Manifefto repre- 
fents his Electoral Highnefs as having thé vaineft 
Thoughts and ufing the courfeft Words, in fome 
Views different from thofe his Highrefs can be ima- 
gin'd to have. A Man that has a Heart truly ge- 
herous {peaks of his good Deeds to Inferiors with 
Modefty: how much more becoming is that Mo- 
defty when be {peaks to a Perfon greacer than him: 
felf, and who may have Reafon to look upon the 
Services done him, to be rather Debts difcharg'd, 
than Favours recciv'd ? Does it become an ‘Elector, 
a Prince fo mach the Empercs’s inferior, in fhore his 
Vaffal, to reproach him infclently with Obligations? 
If they were Services, the quality uf rendred 
them indifpeotible,unlefs be would incur the Guilt-of 
Felony by refafing to de his Duty * Ard if they were 
Offices of Supererogaiion and Favour, is it ‘nor de- 
eciating them and divefting them of all their 
Merir, to reproach the Perfon who receiy'd them ? 
But in Fact this Reproach is unjuft and groundlefs, 
as fhall be fiewn in the Profecetion of this Diftcarfe, 
wherein we fiall have Occafion to examine particu- 
Farly al] the Obligations the Houfe of Bavaria pre- 
tends to have jaid upqn that of Auftria.
